Orators declaimed, Actors personified, 
Musicians sung, and Editresses disseminated 
popular intelligence through the medium of 
two ably conducted semi-monthly periodi- 
cals, named 'The Ladies' Casket,' and 'The 
Wrenth,' edited by the pupils of the school. 
Time thus pleasantly passed on amidst the 
best ttlforts of the pupils to acquit themselves 
with credit, and the cheering looks nf the de- 
lighted nudieuco. Then cmne destruction to 
the order of the tables, the substantiate van- 
ishing before the heroes, each of whom 
seemed to feel that he had n perfect right 
to "eat, drink, iiud be merry." Owing to 
the co-operation of the touchers nnd 'the Pic 
Nic committee, no confusion occurred, and 
all were bountifully helped, and dismissed 
covered with smiles nnd happiness. 


The "children of a 'larger growth" were 


then served right cheerfully, to an extra en- 
tertainment, provided especially for them 
by the Committee, who never do things by 
halves. None enjoyed themselves more than 
the worthy teachers, who on this occasion 
had tangible evidence that their self-denying 
labors were not in vain.

amongblasphetners. He is an Abolitionist; 
he goes to meet the traffickers in human 
blood. 
Ho is it gentleman ; ho goes to con- 


front rufliiins. 'There will 
be few with 


whom lie will have anything in common; 
nnd if, withal, he shall pass through this 
furnacB, heated "seven times hotter," and 
shall come out without the smell of fire upon 
him, it will only be because the snrne God 
reigns now,'thut cared for the Hebrews.— 
That he, like the noble Hebrews, will re- 
fuse-to acknowledge the lower law of slavery 
iscertain ;,thtit he will enrage the worship- 
pers of the slave power, and bring upon him- 
self their fiery wrath, is certain ; but whether 
it shall be his to save his life ns well us be 
true to his principles, is not certain.

IROK TRADE.—In an article on the "im- 


portance of the iron trade of the U. S." 
tho Detroit Tribune makes tha following 
statements : 


Probably inJuuuary, 1855. we shall have 


in the United States full 16,000 miles of 
railway in operation. 
Our railway building 


was commenced about 1830, and the progress 
has been pretty regular from thnt time, if 
we except the pnst year or two when the per 
centnge of increase has been large and rapid. 
In January 1, 1853, there were 13,847 miles 
of railway-In operation and 10,418 miles in 
construction. Of the last item it is not out 
of the way to say, that something like 3000 
miles will he-finished in January, 1855. 
If 


we allow 100 tons per mile fur ironing a 
single track railway this would give a total 
of 1,600,000 tons of railway bars, now or soon 
tobeinuse. But there is a very considerable 
amount of double trnck railway in'dperatioti 
nnd more in construction. Let us cull that 
nn extra hundred thousand tons—which is 
far below the actual fact—-and we have a 
total amount of 1,700,000. This ttt §65 pel- 
ton, present prices, gives a total of 8110,- 
500,000 invested in railway bars in use!— 
From experience it is safe to set down the 
deterioration of the rail at eight percent per 
unnum. We fear that our later impor- 
tations will show even greater deterioration. 
Eight per cent wear and tear would be 128,- 
000 tons per year, or over eight and one 
quarter millions dollars, and the amount for 
the ten subsequent years, allowing nothing 
for the double track, and nothing for increase 
of railway track, would be 1,280,000 tons or 
883,200,000. 


By January, 1860, there will in all pro- 


bability be in operation in the United Slates, 
i!0,000 miles of railway. Between now nnd 
that period we shall ha»e to furnish the 
iron for some 16,000 miles of new track, and 
certainly as much as eight per cent, per 
annum of the amount now in use.

THE RIOT AT Sii\-MA.—Gallant Conduct 


ofdri. Imcrican Captain.—• It ap pears thut 
M. Co ;ta, a Hungarian, ex-aid-de-camp to 
Kossuih, and whohadjrist returned from the 
Unite( States, was secreted in the house of 
a Sardinian, in Smyrna. 
His whereabouts 


came to the ears of M. Vekbecker, Austrian 
Consu General, who tinder pretence of 
search ing'for a thief, dragged him out, gag- 
ged , 1 andcufled and conveyed him on board 
the Ai strisn brig of war Hussar. All the 
efforts of the other Europeans, • aided by Ali 
Pacha nnd native officers, to have tha prison- 
er ban Jed over to the local tribunals, were 
in vaii. On the following day, the U. S. 
frigate Sf Louis entered the port, nnd the 
captain of the frignte, nccompauied-by the U. 
S. Corsul, immediately went on board the 
Aiistri in ship and demanded to talk with the 
prisoner, whom they believed to have n claim 
to the protection of the United States. 
The 


Austrian Lieutenant in command, denied 
thnt ha had any prisoners on board. 
Tho 


captain of the St. Louis and the consul then 
went t^the Austrian Consulate, where, after 
a seen > of the rnnst violent kiud, M. Vek- 
beckei admitted that the prisoner was on 
board, and gave a forced consent to see him. 


ReMrning on board tho Austrian vessel, 


tho Ai.ierican cuptain thus addressed com- 
mander Schwartz—" When I came on board 
it shor time since, your lieutenant lied to my 
fuce! The meanest of my cabin boys would 
not hi ve been guilty of such cowardice! 
Wher» is the prisoner? I wish to see him." 


As jomrimndor 'Schwartz hesitated, tho 


American added—"Bear in mind, that if the 
pi-isoii :r claims rny protection, and has the 
slightest right to it, I will remove him my- 
self, ntjd will not allow him to remain another 
minuti on board." 
Unfortunately the gen- 


erous efforts, of the captain of the St. Louis 
wereiseless, for the prisoner prevaricated 
and be .rayed himself so much in his replies, 
that hf did not give his defenders the slight- 
est chines to save him. When this was 
known on shore, great excitement broke out, 
and thi> Italians would have burned the Aus- 
trianC insulate had it uot been well defended. 
In their heat they attacked three Austrian 
midshipmen who were on shore, and killed 
one.
